Thomas received several 
clippings from a Texas paper containing 
accounts of the killing of Doolin. The ctip- 
pin$s were sent by Mr. L. P. Thomas, Jr., 
a son of Colonel Thomas, who is traveling 

in Texas. One of them is as follows: 

sil] Doolin, the last of the noted old-time 
outlaws of the southwest, met his fnal 
defeat at the hands of deputy U nited States 
marshals at 2 o'clock this morning, ana all 
that is mortat of this once greatly reared 
man tonight lies in a casket at an under- 
taking establishment in this city viewed 
by curious crowds. 

“Hoolin, who wus captured last January 
by William Yilgham withouc the Shedding 
of: blood, led a revolt in. the federal jail 
here July ith, and with thirteen other 
prisoners escaped. No effort was made to 
pursue or recapture them and Doolin has 
been for a month living with his wife at 
or near her parents’ home at :s.awson, 
» county, fifty miles northeast of here. 
people have seen him going about, 
Twice he has visited Stillwater, und last 
Saturday both he and Dynamite Dick were 
seen driving serenely along the road within 
three miles of Stillwater. Doolin during 
this time was pertecting plans for the 
organization of afi outlaw gang that would 
outdo any of the noted bands of the past, 
and had about perfected arrangements for 
4 raid. 

“Last Sunday United States Marshal 
Nagle decided it was time to act, and he 
sent out a general cali of the deputies in 
the territory to mass in Payne county Mon- 
day and be ready for a raid today. Heck 
Thomas, one of the old-time deputies, was, 
however, over in that country hunting 
whisky peddlers, and hearing of Doolin’s 
exact whereabouts, determined on a little 
raid himself, and unfortunately defeated 
the marshal and his army of the glory of 
capturing or killing the noted bandit. 
Thomas and his three possemen lay in 
wait about Doolin’s home last night watch- 
ing their opportunity, which came about 
- O'slock this morning, when Doolin emerg- 
ed and started down the road with win- 
chester in hand, 

ae was bright moonlight, 
the hunted man came close enough he 
ordered to throw down his gun. He did 
not, but drew it up to fire,-when one of 
the possemen fired both barrels of a dou- 
ble-barreled shotgun and Thomas his win- 
chester at him, and he fell forward on his 
face dead. He was at once loaded in a 
Wagon in waiting and the team of mules 
was driven furiously toward the city. 
The body lay in the bottom of the wagon 
with’a blanket over it, and they arrived 
here just after noon.

WIRE TIES ARE HERE. 


Colonel Nesbitt Is Now Prepared To 
Exhibit the New Cotton 
Tie, 


_— ’ 


Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, state agricultural 
commissioner, has received a supply of the 
new wire cotton tie which he hopes can 
be utilized by the farmers of the south 
in crushing out the tie trust. The tles are 
on exhibition at the commissioner's ©ffice 
in the capitol, where many farmers and 
agriculturists have pronounced them to be 
capable of filling the needs of the farmers 
for a standard flat tie substitute. 

The new wire tie can be bought for 40 
cents less per bundle than the standard 
tle. It weighs only thirty-seven and a haJf 
pounds to the bundle, while the old tie 
weighs forty-five pounds. The wire tie 
sells for $1 per bundle and the standard 
brings $1.40. Colonel Nesbitt invites inspec- 
tion of the tie and he will exhibit it to the 
farmers and cotton growers as often 
possible. He addressed the farmers of 
Spalding county on the matter last week, 
but did not have a sample of the tie at

QUEEN VIC AND HER CHICKENS. 


Though Monarch of Many Lands She 

Has Her Favorite Hen. 
the New-York World. 
are plenty of proofs. that the 
Queen Victoria are decidedly 
domestic. but none seems more convincing 
than that she is an enthusiastic chicker 
raiser. The royal aviary, or, as the good 
New England housewife would call it, 
the queen's hencoop, as described in The 
London Feathered World, by Artist Ernest 
M. Jessop, is a very elaborate affair. 

The queen has her head “chicken man,” 
who is aided by a large corps of experl- 
enced assistants. For forty years the 
royal poultry pens were under female 
supervision, Mrs. D’Albertanson, 
charge of the queen's room at the Kennels, 
being supervisor. A man named Ham- 
mond has succeeded her. He knows all 
about chickens, their value and their art- 
ful Ways. 

Many breeds 
aviary—gold and 
bureges, gold and silver 
ones besides. Black, 
dorkings strut about in 
proud American plymouth 
minorcas, white leghorns., 
white rocks and genet nate 
plymouth ‘rocks are, by the 
the queen's favorites. 

The bantams, usual, are 
the roost. One named Toby is aS tame as 
a kitten. He is Hammond’s toy. When 
the Keeper claps his hands the midget runs 
to meet him, jumps upon his hand and 
chanticleers to his heart's delight. 

The chickens are let out daily in batches 
same breed for an hour’s run on the 
grass. For breakfast they soft food, 
and for the evening meal they get an 
abundance of wheat. There is no hospital 
at the royal aviary. As soon-as one of 
the birds appears to be ailing it is put to 
death and afterwards creamated., 

The most formidable creatures in the 
lot the wild turkeys imported from 
Canada, but: now thoroughly naturalized. 
Two beautiful golden eagles are among the 
curiosities .of the collection. One Was 
captured thirty years ago in Windsor 
forest. There are Aylesbury ducks, but 
not’ many. There are also golden pheas- 
ants and pigeons of various kinds. 

An average of fifty eggs a day are laid 
by the hens. They go to the castle, Buck- 
ingham palace and Osborne house only. 

The queen has an apartment at the 
aviary. It is a bright, sunny room, with 
nearly pure white walls. A case of stuffed 
birds shot by the prince consort is the 
principal ornament. 

The aviary was once one of the popular 
resorts of the royal family, and a tea 
service of dark blue and white Dresden 
china is still in the house.
